Sparks fly over 
European history

MELBOURNE's Greek press and two of 
Victoria's strongest clubs have come out 
in force against what they claim is an 
insult to the Greek community by new 
NSL side, Wollongong Macedonia. 

The cause of the trouble is Macedonia’s 
club logo, included on the badges of their 
playing shirts. 

The logo depicts a map of what the 
Macedonian community believes should be 
its recognised part of Greece. 

An outraged Melbourne Greek press has 
already added fuel to the fire with editorials 
expressing Greek outrage at the Wollongong 
club. 

In turn Melbourne's two Greek NSL giants 
Heidelberg and South Melbourne have joined 
forces to condemn the league newcomer. 

The Wollongong Macedonia logo has pro- 
vided the league with its first major con- 
troversy of the new season. 

It, combined with the reaction from the 
Greek community, could make for trouble on 
the terraces. 

And according to Heidelberg president 
Aris Konstantinidis that sort of trouble is the 
last thing the game needs. 

‘It is asking for trouble,” he said last week. 
It is provocative and the last thing we 
need when we are trying to keep trouble off 
the soccer terraces.” 

South Melbourne Hellas supremo George 
Vasilopoulos says Greek fans have taken the 
Wollongong club badge as an insult. 

“It is political in nature and should have no 
place in sport,” he told the press. 

The worst crowd disturbances of last sea- 
son came during the Sydney Olympic against 
Preston Makedonia match in Sydney. 

The NSL threatened at the time that future 
trouble at NSL grounds would be treated very 
seriously indeed. 

Possible penalties for the clubs involved in 
matches were fans get out of hand include 
harsh fines, loss of match points, suspen- 
sion from competition an subsequent games 
behind closed doors.

Soccer is a great game 
and usefully occupies 
the time of millions of 
people. The basic con- 


cept laws of the game are 
sound. 
With all the recent 


media publicity con- 
cerning drawn soccer 
matches being decided 
by penalty shootouts or 


other means, | am 
compelled to offer 
personal views for 
improving the attrac- 
tiveness of outdoor 
soccer. 

In particular, there 


seems to be a major 
problem with low scores 
and penalty shootouts 
deciding the fate of too 
many matches (e.g. Italia 
'90). 


Low scores, extra time, 
penalty shootouts and 
match replays are all 
symptoms of the one 
problem. Simply, there 
are not enough attacking 
shots at goal and shots 
converted into goals, in 
normal time. 


Soccer must be one of 
the lowest scoring 
games of all. For so 
much energy and effort 
put into the matches by 
the players, this isindeed 
ironic. 


But look atall the other 
football codes around 
the world, Almost all of 
the matches played in 
these codes have a result

determined at the com- 
pletion of normal time. 
This principle applies to 
almost all sports of a 
comparable nature and 
is very sensible indeed! 


However, the game of 
soccer quite often does 
not utilize this principle. 
Why? 

Because soccer has a 
fundamental flaw in its 
constitution. 


The flaw is that soccer 
is a game where the 
defence has a significant 
inherent advantage over 
the attack, The signs are 
everywhere. (e.g. why is 
‘one defender allowed to 
use his hands and, one 
attacker is not?) There 
are several reasons for 
this advantage, some of 
which will be discussed 
now. 


The pressures of 
modern, competitive 
soccer do not always 
allow clear winners 


because of antiquated 
and inappropriate rules, 
Therefore, the attacking 
team must be given 


advantages to compen- 
sate for this imbalance. 
Laws of the game need to 
be re-examined and 
modified to achieve the 
correct balance. 

FIFA’s recent change 
to the offside rule is a 
positive one. However, 
FIFA should go one step 
further, thus: an attack- 
ing player shall only be 
ruled offside if the 
referee is absolutely sure

he is offside. This gives 
the benefit of the doubt 
to the attacker, of course, 
not the defender. 

Do we not dread to see 
a fair goal incorrectly 
disallowed by a referee 
out of position or state of 
judgment? itis unaccept- 
able. A goal scored by a 
marginally offside player 
is more acceptable, if 
somewhat reluctantly, 


Theoretically, both 
teams equally gain; 
practically, the team 
which attacks most, 
gains most. 


But the game rules 
need further changes. 
The goalkeeper now has 
huge advantages. He: 
can play on any part of 
the field; is allowed to 
handle the ball in a very 
convenient and unneces- 
sarily large area; usually 
has a __ height/reach 
advantage over all other 
players and; has a 
relatively small area to 
protect. Hence: low 
scores. These are the 
principle reasons why so 
many matches drag on 


and go to penalty 
shootouts. 
Extra time also is 


(

ineffective in producing 
a result, for the same 
reasons. It is almost a 
farce to have three 
separate and different 
stages of play to 
determine the winner of 
‘one soccer match. 


Changes need to be 
made to the goalkeepers 
rules. The goalkeeper 
could be restricted to 
only the goal area when 
handling the ball. This is 
to give the attacking 
team an advantage 
during corner kicks, free 
kicks and when a player 
breaks free of the 
defence. Otherwise, he 
breaks free of the 
defence.allowed to play 
the ball with the feet 
outside the goal area, as 
the law now stands. 


The size of the 
goalmouth should be 
enlarged for two 
reasons. The first is to 
convert those “missed by 
half acoat of paint” shots 
which often deserve to 
be awarded as goals and, 
to encourage more 
speculative and magni- 
ficent long range shoot- 
ing. These extra 
attempts and conver- 
sions obviously will have 
an impact on the 
attractiveness and result 
of the game. The second 


reason is to give the 
goalkeeper more opport- 
unities to make spec- 
tacular saves. He would 
need to go for some of 
those shots normally let 
by. This may also help

keep him warm during 
the match,. Who knows, 
he may even find it 
necessary to discard 
those “Long Johns"! 

How much bigger 
should the goal be? Well, 
about half a yard higher 
and two yards wider, 
with the expectation of 
much conjecture! 


A final point 

concerns those 
fouls committed just 
outside the penalty area. 
Obviously, the defenders 
see the benefits of their 
actions (the spectators 
certainly do not) and the 


attacker — the real 
footballer — loses out. 
Therefore, remove the 
defenders’ advantage 


and expand the size of 
the penalty area. This 
can be done by adding a 
semi-circle, whose dia- 
meter is equal to the long 
side of the penalty area, 
adjacent to the penalty 
area side closest to the 
field centre. Again, the 
attackergains  advant- 
age. 


Hopefully, none of the 
ideas mentioned above 
would significantly 
change the nature and 
culture of soccer. Char- 
acteristics such as 
attacker versus de- 
fender, or the subtlety 
and skill of “Brazilian” 
football, are retained, 
The balance has merely 
been tilted in favour of 
attacking, scoring 
soccer, without the need 
for penalty shootouts or 
other statistical calcul- 
ations.

PELE has come out 
in favour of In- 
ternational Foot- 
ball Federation 
(FIFA) plans to en- 
large goals, and 
also suggested the 
goalkeeper’s area 
should be smaller. 


A FIFA official last 
month said the federa- 
tion was considering 
making goals wider 
and higher to compen- 
sate for the growth in 
the average human 
body size since the 
dimensions were fixed 
in 1866. 

Pele told the Milan- 
based sports daily 
“Gazzetta dello Sport” 
that having larger 
goals would be a posi- 
tive step in making the 
game more attractive.

Latest changes to football laws 


THE following Law changes, decisions, in- 
structions and recommendations came into 
effect from the commencement of the NSL/ 
NYL competitions and for all other compe- 
tions from the 1st January 1991. 


LAW IV PLAYERS’ EQUIPMENT 
NEW TEXT 


1 (a) The basic compulsory equipment of a player 
shall consist of a jersey or shirt, shorts, stock- 
ings, shinguards and footwear. 

(b) A player shall not wear anything which is 
dangerous to another player. 

2 — Shinguards, which must be covered entirely by 
the stockings, shall be made of a suitable 
material (rubber, plastic, polyurethane or simi- 
lar substance) and shall afford @ reasonable 
degree of protection. 

NOTE Unless a player complies with this Law the 

player will NOT be allowed to take part in the match. 


LAW XI OFF-SIDE 
NEW TEXT 


1 A player is in an off-side position if he is nearer 
to his opponents goal-line than the ball, unless: 
(a) he is in his own half of the field of play, or 
(b) He is not nearer to his opponents” goal-line 


than at least two of his opponents. 

NEXT TEXT 

3. A player shall not be declared off-side by the 
referee 


(a) merely because of his being in an off-side 


Position, or 
(b) if he receives the ball, direct from a goal-kick, 
@ corner-kick or a throw-in. 


NEW DECISION (2) 


2. A player who is level with the second last 
‘opponent or with the last two opponents is not 
in an off-side position. 


NOTE: Players must tuck their jersey or shirt inside 
their shorts during a match. 


The International F.A. Board furthermore issued 
the following mandatory instruction. 

If, in the opinion of the referee, a player who is 
moving towards his opponents’ goal with an ob- 
vious opportunity to score a goal is intentionally and 
physically impeded by unlawful means, i.e. an off- 
ence punishable by a free kick (or a penalty kick), 
thus denying the attacking player's team the 
aforesaid goal-scoring opportunity, the offending 
player shali be sent off the field of play for serious 
foul play in accordance with Law XIl (n). 

This means specifically that if a player is un- 
lawfully and physically or deliberately held back (by 
his jersey, shorts, or arm or by means of obstruction 
etc.) by the goalkeeper or another player from the 
opposing team while the player is advancing 
straight for the goal with no obstacles in his way and 
with an obvious chance of scoring, the referee must 
No longer caution the offending player but send him 
off immediately. 

You are also requested to note the following two 
recommendations issued by the Editorial Commit- 
tee of the International F.A. Board and which have 
the full support of the FIFA Referees’ Committee 
and which it has also been decided to enforce here 
in Australia. 


a) Injured players 

The referee should prevent a player who is bleed- 
ing profusely from taking any further part in a match 
until he has been adequately treated and the bleed-

Chile will miss

Swedes thinking ahead 


THE finals of the 
seventh European 
Championships, the 
biggest sporting 
event in Sweden's 
history, will be held 
over 17 days in June 
1992. 

The opening game 
will be in Stockholm's 
Rasundastadion on 
June 10, with the final in 
Gothenburg on June 26. 

The host nation and 
the seven winners of 
each of the qualifying 
groups will go into the 
draw for the finals 
which will be made in 
January 1992. 

Goran Havik is di- 
recting the organising 
staff of Euro 1992 from 


his office in the 
Rasunda. 
He says: “We have 


five people working full- 
time on the project. 
Although the tourna- 
ment’s final stages are a 
long way off, we have 
been involved for more 
than a year, working 
with various types of 
organisations. 

“Enlarging and re- 
newing the four grounds 
to be used for the finals 
is a very important part 
of the operation.” 

The venues are in 
Stockholm which has a 
population of 1.6 mil- 
lion, Gothenburg 
(720,000), Malmo 
(232,000) and Norrkop- 
ing (120,000). 

The Gothenburg sta- 
cium, Nya Ullevi, has 
the biggest capacity — 
45,000. The Rasunda 
holds 43,000, the 
Malmostadion and 
Norrkoping Idrottspark 
35,000 each. 


Euro 92 staff hope to 
have learned from the 
mistakes made over 
World Cup ticket sales 
in Italy earlier this year. 


‘The same applies to 
hotel bookings and the 
organisation of trans- 


rt. 
“The media will be 
another imporant fac- 
tor,” said Goran 
Havik, 

“We are busy with 
equipping the press cen- 
tres, and co-operating 
with television and 
radio stations and of 
course with Televerket, 
the state-owned 
electricity company. 

“When the Euro- 
pean Championships 
were held in West Ger- 
many two years ago 
there were 4,000 
journalists and 115 TV 
stations represented. In 
1992 there will be many 
more. 

“This is the biggest 
sporting event in our 

history, even 
more than in 1958 when 
we staged the World 
Cup, and in 1912 when 
we held the Olympic 
Games. 

“We're convinced 
that Euro 92 will be 
good business for us and 
for international 
soccer.”
